representing liberty.** 
Our Flag symbolizes many things: the Nation as a whole; 
the Declaration of Independence; the Constitution; the heroic 
deeds of our forefathers; our fathers, husbands and sons in all 
our wars from the Revolution down through the years to the 
present. It also stands for the sacrifices of your womenfolk; 
the contribution of patriotic men and women in all walks of 
life down through the years since our Nation was born. 
Today, more than ever, with a world in turmoil and unrest, 
it flies as a symbol ofhopeforthe future, not only for its own 
sons and daughters^ but for every freedom loving person in 
the world. 
Let us all honor our Flag tomorrow, June 14, by displaying 
it properly on our streets and at our homes. Give the Flag 
the importance it rightly deserves.

BEYOND THE DECISIONS, A NEW “ IMAGE” 
The concern of Americans reg arding the Su­ 
prem e Court g oes far bey ond any one issue, 
however controversial. 
It is 
based on the 
jfeeling that the Supreme 
Court is ex ceeding 
.the restrictions on its power; that a majority 
of its justices are resolved to make over Ameri­ 
can society in some new imag e. 
Most Americans ag ree that we need reform ers 
our society , but they do nbt ex pect to find 
reform ers on our hig hest Court, handing down 
decisions which 
drastically chang e the life of 
the nation. 
The Court is intended to preserve 
the Consstitution, not by pass or assault 
it. 
Chang e, even when desirable, should be broug ht 
about only when it is the clearly ex pressed 
will of the people. 
At this point, we need to understand the dif­ 
ference between two kinds of law. One is passed 
by a lawmaking body in one of our states or 
in the Co ng ress of the United States, and sig ned 
|by a state g overnor or the President. Lawy ers 
|c a ll such laws “ statutes,” and in many respects 
•they m ust alway s be the product of the push and 
ipull of our political sy stem. 
The other kind 
•of law is embodied in the decisions of our courts, 
Spast and present. 
The law of the courts has 
•been based on a thousand-y ear-old body of log ic, 
scustom, thoug ht and precedent called the “ com- 
|m on law.”’ 
S It is this s law of the courts which for centuries 
• has been, and oug ht alway s to be, conservative 
iin the besit sense of that word. It should chang e 
S very siov/ly and avoid drastic ex perimentation, 
r because i t deals with issues of life and death 
ifor men and nations. 
The 
courts are our 
•ultim ate safeg uard ag ainst the crim e and law- 
| lessness which would otherwise destroy civilized 
Slife. 
Th e courts are the ultimate safeg uard 
Hof the pu rity of the Constitution and its main­ 
tena nce a s the truly supreme law of our land. 
| From th is it follows that no threat can be more 
^alarm ing than when the courts refuse to do their 
•duty . When the courts will not punish criminals, 
• the 
very 
foundations of 
civilized life 
are 
3threatened. 
If the courts will not uphold the 
• clear me aning of its Constitution, then the sur- 
Hy ival of Free, orderly g overnment is in doubt. 
Hr Our comrts are no place for social ex peri- 
iiinents. 
Even less are they a means of doing 
jpor politi cians what politicians cannot do for 
nihem selvtis. 
The courts are not tools for re- 
3orm ; they are tools to preserve Freedom and 
£ fche Constitution. 
That is what our Supreme 
|Dourt oug jht to be; that is what it was; that is 
^vhat, inc: reasing ly and alarming ly , it no long er 
ps. 
|l t s supporters admit that our present Supreme 
3Court has eng ag ed in wholesale rewriting of law 
ind recanting of the Constitution; in fact, the 
¿tore outs spoken adm irers praise the Supreme 
£ ourt for doing so - on the theory that chang es 
feeeded to be made, and it did not m atter how 
|hey were i made or what mig ht have been lost 
the pro cess of making them. 
BThese d efenders of the Court mig ht applaud 
the 
dec ision that destroy ed the g eog raphic 
fiieans o f electing state senators of almost 
fvery sta te in the nation,"on the g rounds that 
tis basils was not alway s fair. They mig ht ap- 
laud the decisions which g ave the federal courts 
veto o\ er methods of state law enforcement, 
the g i winds that these methods were not al­ 


way s the best. They mig ht applaud the decisions 
that freed confessed and convicted rapists and 
m urderers, on the g rounds that once in a while 
an innocent man is falsely accused. 
Some mig ht applaud all of those decisions and 
the one ruling that recitation of the Lord’s 
Pray er in a public school in unconstitutional, on 
the g rounds that in modern life relig ion isn’t 
important any more, or that someone’s sensi­ 
tivities were somehow drastically wounded by 
recitation of pray ers in his presence. 
We could discuss whether the present way of 
choosing state leg islators is g ood, whether state 
law enforcement could be improved by stricter 
controls, and how often innocent men are con­ 
victed of crim es they did not commit; but such 
discussions, however interesting , would entirely 
m iss the main point where the Supreme Court 
is concerned. 
The point is that the Supreme 
Court does 
not have and never had authority 
either in the Constitution or in leg al precedent 
for ruling on any of these cases at all. 
Choosing members of a state leg islature is a 
state affair. 
So is local law enforcement. So 
are public schools and recitation of pray ers 
in the schools. In not one of these areas is there 
a shred of justification for the Supreme Court’s 
entry . The Court has no business there and every 
honest leg al scholar knows it. 
To be sure, there has been a g reat effort to 
build up what has become an enormous and 
rickety structure of overloaded arg ument on a 
couple of innocent phrases in the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment. 
By any plain test of log ic and 
the meaning of Eng lish words, those phrases 
cannot possibly support the towering structure of 
power and decision which have been based on 
them. 
Furtherm ore, solid historical evidence 
shows that the fram ers of the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment had no intention 
whatever to authorize 
what the Court has done with their lang uag e; their 
own words speak from the pag es of history to 
rebuke the violance done to common sense in 
their name. 
In the last analy sis, the arg ument for the Su­ 
preme Court course of today does not rest on 
any strained interpretation of a few words. It 
rests on the assumption that if something which 
is, or may be, an evil needs to be chang ed, the 
Supreme Court oug ht to chang e it and twist the 
meaning of the Constitution (and overrule prece­ 
dent) to fit. 
That arg ument is the ultimate enemy of the 
rule of law. 
To do its job of curbing crim e, preserving 
order and upholding the Constitution, law must 
be rational and objective. This means that the 
courts 
must 
use 
reason in ruling upon the 
meaning of words in the Constitution; it means 
that no judg e can let himself be influenced by 
his personal feeling s or even the kind of leg is­ 
lation he mig ht like to see passed. 
It is his 
duty to rule on the law and the Constitution 
as they are and as they apply to each new case. 
That is objective law. 
That is law based on 
reason. 
That is the only kind of law that can 
ever be applied eq ually and justly to all men: 
the g reat ideal and the lasting g oal of our leg al 
sy stem . 
This is the kind of law the majority of the 
Supreme Court has abandoned. 
Instead, the 
“ modern theory ” of law, which the Supreme 
Court accepts and has done so much to shape, 
is that the courts and the lang uag e of the Con­ 
stitution must bow to so-called “ social needs” 
and “ social ends” of the moment. 
Some 
mig ht 
consider 
this an “ ex trem e” 
criticism of the Court; instead, it is not only 
a statement of fact, 
it is not even reg arded 
by many as criticism . 
Rather, Americans at 
all levels of knowledg e and understanding are to 
be found who, in blind folly , rejoice at this new 
and supposedly more “ human” view of law. 
If we are to have a g overnment at all, the only 
alternative to a g overnment of laws is a g overn­ 
ment of men. 
If our courts will not uphold 
reason and objective law, they will 
become 
mere tools of power, means for one 
man’s 
leg alized robbery of another in the name 
of 
“ social need,” or for the g utting of the Con­ 
stitution in the name of “ social ends.”

Still Vivid in Topeka Area 


TOPEKA (AP)— It was a kill­ 
er— the big, black funnel whirl­ 
ing into the capital city of Kan­ 
sas at 7:15 p.m. June 8, 1966. 
It formed 
minutes 
earlier 
southwest of 
Topeka. 
Moving 
northeasterly, it claimed its first 
two victims and grew to awe­ 
some proportions. 
As it neared Burnett's Mound, 
a hill at the southwest edge of 
the city, Louis Schlegel was 
asleep in a chair at his home 
just a few blocks away. 
At another house nearby, Mrs. 
Constance Gardner was appre­ 
hensive. Her housekeeper was 
ready to leave for a church 
meeting despite 
the 
tornado 
alert. 
There had been tornado alerts 
before. But legend had it that 
Burnett's Mound would protect 
Topeka against tornadoes. 
In a matter of moments, leg­ 
end became myth. 
Thousands of Topeka residents 
headed for basements or were 
already there, 
Schlegel was still asleep, un­ 
aware of the approaching tor­ 
nado. Mrs. Gardner, her house­ 
keeper. and a third woman pon­ 
dered what they might do. The 
Gardner house had no 
base­ 
ment. 
Seeping down the slope of Bur­ 
nett’s mound, the tornado de­ 
voured an area of 
moderate 
sized homes, then smashed into 
a 
complex of luxury 
apart­ 
ments. 
Seconds later Schlegel was 
rudely awakened. 
“When I came to, I was out 
in the yard, about 50 feet from 
the house,” he said. “ I still 
didn’t know what had happened. 
Then I saw the house was gone 
and I realized it had been a tor. 
nado. 
“ I could recall what seemed 
like a dream. I was whirling 
around, trying to keep from 
spinning. 
“ But there 
I was on the 
ground. And sitting stately up in 
a tree was the chair I had been 
in. I think I must have been in 
the chair until it hit the tree.” 
At the Gardner house, the 
housekeeper, Mrs. Hazel Blank­ 
enship, started for the door to 
make a check. 
“ I believe 
they’re 
getting 
ready to move the planes at 
Forbes (air force base),” said 
Mrs. Blankenship, mistaking the 
roar of the tornado for the 
whine of jet engines. 
Reaching 
the 
door, 
Mrs. 
Bankenship looked out and ex­ 
claimed: 
“ Look at all the birds.” 
But she soon realized she was 
seeing bits of debris whirling 
ar6und the funnel of the torna­ 
do. 
Mrs. Gardner, Mrs. Banken­ 
ship and the third woman, Mrs. 
Mary Powell, dived under the 
grand piano. 
“When the windows went, I 
put my arms over my head,” 


said Mrs. Gardner, --me next 
thing 
I knew, 
the 
fireplace 
chimney glanced off the piano 
and knocked down the wall be­ 
hind it. 
When it was quiet, I started 
to get up, but one of my shoes 
was caught. 
“ I pulled my foot out of the 
shoe, and stood up. There was 
no ceiling, no walls.” 
As the tornado moved on, it 
hit another group of apartment 
houses, then devastated Wash­ 
burn, the municipal university 
of Topeka. Seven buildings were 
destroyed and 13 other major 
structures were damaged. 
Before the tornado finally lift­ 
ed, it carved a path of destruc­ 
tion 
extending 
eight 
miles 
through the Kansas capital, a 
city of 120,000 people. The aver­ 
age width was four blocks. 
Damage was placed at $100 
million, largest ever in a single 
tornado. 
The Schlegel and Gardner res­ 
idences were among the 1,610 
homes destroyed or severely 
damaged. Another 400 
homes 
sustained lesser damage. 
There was heavy losses in 
several shopping centers and in 
the central business district. 
One 10-story building was gut­ 
ted. 
Thousands 
of 
automobiles 
were damaged or destroyed. 
Industrial losses were heavy, 
including damage in millions of 
dollars at the Santa Fe Railway 
shops. 
At the municipal airport on 
the noftheast edge of the city, 
several 
airplanes

stroyed—just before the funnel 
lifted into the clouds. 
While Schlegel was 
being 
blown around, his wife, 
Dee, 
was returning to Topeka from 
Wichita. 
She 
had

with 
friends to funeral services for a 
former first lady of Kansas,

Mrs. 
Schlegel was a secretary in the 
governor’s office during Arn’s 
two terms. 
“ We got back about 8:30 or 9 
o’clock,” she said. “We didn’t 
have the radio on and didn’t 
know there had been a torna­ 
do.” 
The Schlegel home was on the 
southeastern edge of the tornado 
path and Mrs. Schlegel had no 
trouble reaching that area. 
“ It wasn’t until I got there 
that I realized there had been a 
tornado,” she said. 
Louis was 
with 
neighbors 
across the street. He had es­ 
caped with only a couple of 
cuts. 
Help reached the Gardner res­ 
idence when a man barreled in 
over debris with a pickup truck 
and a camper unit. 
“ I never did learn who he 
was,” said Mrs. Gardner. “ But 
he apparently ripped out a table 
in the camper unit and Headed 
right for the disaster area. 
“ He loaded me into the camp­ 


er along with six other persons 
and took us to the hospital. 
“ Mrs. Powell's car was still 
drivable. She made it to the hos­ 
pital and took 
Mrs. 
Banken­ 
ship.” 
None of the three women was 
seriously injured. But one cou­ 
ple loaded into the camper with 
Mrs. Gardner had to remain in 
a hospital for four or six weeks. 
The tornado injured 550 per­ 
sons. 
It was amazing that a funnel 
so big, so vicious, caused a rel 
atively small loss of life. 
Three persons were killed out­ 
side the city limits. Two others 
died of storm-related heart at­ 
tacks.

Mrs. Gardner considers her­ 
self more fortunate than moet 
of the people who lost houses in 
the tornado. 
“ After my husband's death, I 
really didn't need all the room 
and all the things I had," 
she 
said. “ I didn't have to replace 
a lot of things that a family 
would, or the loss would have 
been tremendous. 
“ I lost a lot of things with 
sentimental value -» but I sal­ 
vaged some, too.” 
Egging through debris was a 
“dirty, grubby chore,” 
Mrs. 
Gardner said. “ I don't know 
what I would have done without 
the infinite patience and kind­ 
ness of people who helped.” 
Mrs. Gardner stayed tempo­ 
rarily with a brother and his 
wife, then moved into a church- 
sponsored home until she could 
get the apartment where she 
now lives.

is vacant today.

jewelry, garter and bra clips, 
and buckles containing nickel will 
cause a dermatitis 
to appear 
where they touch the skin. Often 
this is first noticed In hot weath­ 
er. (Sometimes sterling silv er 
and 14-carat gold may contain 
traces of nickel.) 
Dr. Gaul adv ises the following 
precautions: 
Ear lobes 
should 
be pierced by 
approv ed tech­ 
niques. 
Gold or 
silv er wires 
of known composition, 
or black 
silk thread, should be inserted 
In the lobe channel and kept there 
until the channel is healed. Ear­

MIAMI, Fla (AP) - Thomas 
B. Moran hates his nickname. 
It’s a matter of professional 
pride. He feels “ Butterfingers” 
is an unbecoming monicker for 
a man who, at 76, claim s to be

America’s 
pick­ 
pockets. 
Moran was nicknamed by a 
Miami newspaperman 10 years 
ago after his 58th arrest. 
“ And I’ve never forgiven that 
smart-alecky reporter,” he said 
in an interview at the 
Miami 
jail where he Is serving a 30-day 
term after his 69th arrest. 
Moran, who is only 5 feet 6, is 
articulate, 
and 
can 
be 
very 
pleasant — if you don’t call him 
“ Butterfingers.” 
He loves anim als, especially 
horses 
when 
they’re 
running 
around a track. 
But even more than horses, 
Moran loves leather, other peo­ 
ple's leather, 
Moran wouldn’t speculate as 
to the number of purses he has 
lifted during an up-down career 
that has taken him to some of 
the best hotels, and worst Jails 
in the country over the past 55 
years. He also won’t say which 
jail was the worst. “ I may visit 
there again som eday.” 
One of the things the grandfa- 
therly 
little 
man 
likes 
best 
about his chosen profession is 
that it affords him an oppor­ 
tunity to travel. 
“ Pve been in every big city in 
the country,” he said, “ and I 
must have at least 10,000 friends 
scattered around.” 
He winters in the South and 
heads north each spring. 
“ I was just getting ready to 
go back up there when they got 
me this last tim e.” 
He refused to elaborate on his 
technique but volunteered that 
he never took purses from wom­ 
en. “ None of the professionals 
do that anym ore,” he snapped. 
His 69 a rre sts have brought a 
total of more than eight years in 
prison. He said he sold eight 
short stories during a stretch at 
San Quentin.

“ Three cheers rended the welkin. 
The battalions 
paraded on the 
Common and gave us the feu de 
joie (salute), notwithstanding the 
scarcity of powder. The 
bells 
rang all day and al most all night.” 
Next year, two days before July 
4, it occurred to the Continental 
Congress 
that something should 
be done at>out the first anniver­ 
sary of the Declaration. Arrange­ 
ments were quickly made to ad­ 
journ Congress for the day, and 
hold a special dinner in Philadel­ 
phia. 
bi a letter to his daughter, John 
Adams described the festivities: 
Bells rang all day, there were 
bonfires in the streets, and fire­ 
works in the evening. W arships 
in the river broke out their flags 
and fired salutes. 
A captured Hessian band fur­ 
nished the music for the special 
dinner, served at 3 p.m. in a city 
tavern. 
Between 
elaborate 
toasts, 
a company of soldiers 
fired volleys. 
After the dinner, 
the soldiers paraded. 
Taking a stroll that 
evening, 
Adams “ w as surprised to find the 
whole city lighting up candles at 
the windows. 
I walked most of 
the evening and I hink it was the 
most 
splended 
illumination I 
ever saw; 
a few surly houses 
were 
dark, but the lights were 
very

WASHINGTON (AP>- The In. 
terstate Commerce C ommission 
has acted to perm it completion 
of the 
long-delayed 
$6-billion 
m erger of the New York Central 
and Pennsylvania railroads—but 
few in the rail industry expect 
the consolidation to come about 
soon. 
The ICC unanimously ordered 
the Norfolk & Western Railway 
Monday 
to 
take 
over 
three 
sm aller Eastern railroads which 
it is generally conceded could 
not remain in business against 
competition from the giant Penn- 
Central. 
The three are the Erie-Lacka- 
wanna, Delaware & Hudson and 
Boston & Maine. 
The ICC action was designed 
to satisfy the 
delay 
ordered 
March 27 by the U.S. Supreme 
Court in consummation of the 
Penn-Central m erger until the 
ICC found a home for the three 
lines in some larger rail sy s­ 
tem. 
The ICC order becomes ef­ 
fective in mid-July. Under 
a 
prior agreement by 
Penn and 
Central this would clear the way 
for them to merge Aug. 1. Their 
m erger would be the biggest 
business 
consolidation 
of 
all 
tim e. It was approved by the 
ICC a year ago. 
Except for the 
Pennsylvania 
anti New York Central, which 
hailed the ICC orders, none of 
the other railroads issued an 
immediate comment. All said 
they want time to study the or­ 
d ers fully. 


While the com mission cannot 
initiate a railroad 
m erger, 
it 
noted that the N&W gave its 
“ irrevocable assen t” at least to 
the right of the three sm aller 
lines to seek inclusion. That was 
three years ago when the ICC 
approved the unification of the 
old Nickel Plate Road and Wab­ 
ash Railroad with the N&W.

It might be difficult to believe

A bill to broaden 
M issouri’s 
abortion laws was passed by the 
Senate Monday and sent to the 
House. 
Three doctors would have to 
certify that an 
abortion 
was 
necessary to protect the health 
of a mother or an unborn child. 
Abortion also would be legal in 
cases of rape or incest« 
Passed and sent to the gover­ 
nor was a bill to make use of 
LSD, peoyte and other halluci­ 
natory drugs a felony, and an­ 
other raising adm ission fees at 
the state fair from 50 cents to 
$1. 
The House passed and sent 
back to the Senate a bill to do 
away with open range in the 
few Ozark areas where it still 
exists. It tacked on an amend­ 
ment delaying effectiveness of 
the law until 1969 to give farm ­ 
e rs a chance to build fences 
along highways. 
Passed and sent to the gov­ 
ernor was a bill to make it a 
crim e to wilfully set a forest fire 
on someone e lse ’s property, and 
another broadening the 
work­ 
men’s compensation law to cov­ 
er em ployers of more than sev­ 
en workers instead of more than 
10. 
The Senate killed a bill to set 
up a system for dissolution of 
junior college districts. The bill 
was sponsored by Sen. Thomas 
G. Woolsey,

take care of a situation in his 
district. 
A big fight over the Senate 
Economics Committee was com­ 
prom ised. 
The Senate adopted, 24-8, a 
plan by Sen. Earl R. Blackwell, 
D«Hillsboro, to send bills to the 
committee only if they involve 
an expenditure of $50,000 or 
more. His original proposal set 
the lim it at $250,000.

.spread. A careful physical ex­ 
amination every twelve months 
reduces the likelihood of a can­ 
cer’s spreading. 
Significantly, at the detec­ 
tion center, one case of cancer 
was found in every seventy- 
eight checkups at first exam i­ 
nation, but only one per 141 
among those who came for 
subsequent checkups. Cancers 
had 
less chance to 
develop 
during the intervening year. 
DETECTION 
Cancer checkups are aim­ 
ed at detecting unsuspected 
abnormal masses or tumors. 
For instance, your doctor may 
inspect the rectum and lower 
bowel with a narrow' lighted 
tube called a proctoscope. This 
“procto” exam can reveal al­ 
most three out of four can­ 
cers early enough for proba­ 
ble cure. If you’re a woman, 
your doétift- will exftWtne your 
breasts for suspicious lumps.

If anything 
my convictions are stronger than 
ever. 
Until com pulsory union­

M r. C arroll has been an em ­ 
ployee of the New Haven 
Rail­ 
road for 26 years, a m em ber of 
the

Trainm en for 20 years and for 
10 years • 1950 • I960 • he was 
President and Legislative Rep­ 
resentative of Lodge 031 of the 
Brotherhood. A long-time oppon­ 
ent of com pulsory unionism , Mr. 
C arroll 
came to Washington in 
the sum m er of 1905 
to testify 
before the Senate Subcommittee 
on Lalx>r in favor of the reten­ 
tion of 14(b). 
He is a D irector 
and one of the organizers of the

Snail's Pace on 


Ozark Riverways 


Donald Janson in

Van Buren, Mo. 
One of the newest ventures 
of the National Park Service, 
a 
move to p reserve one of 
A m erica’s most beautiful riv ­ 
e rs in its wild state, is being 
rushed to completion here with 
the speed of a to rto ise. 
A decade ago, the Park S e r­ 
vice 
recommended p re se rv a ­ 
tion of the free-flowing C urrent 
riv er in the Ozark Mountains 
near here. 
The first bills to create a 
national preserve on the site be­ 
gan to appear in C ongress in 
1960. 
The Kennedy Admini­ 
stration lent further im petus by 
giving a priority rating to the 
creation of the P ark S ervice's 
first national riv e r, hoping to 
^ot p precadQut /or. ,pye§ervu. 
tion of others. 
Two 
years 
ago, C ongress 
passed, and P resident Johnson 
signed legislation establishing 
a 100-mile stretch of the C ur­ 
rent riv er and all 40 m iles of 
its 
principal 
tributary, 
the 
Jacks F ork, as the O zurkScenic 
National Riverways. 


The Park Service 
was au­ 
thorized to acquire and adm in­ 
iste r 86,000 acres of 
land — 
a width of about one-half mile 
along each bank of both riv e rs. 
It set up headquarters here in 
Van Buren and a land acquisi­ 
tion office in nearby Em inence. 
However, in the two y ears since 
the pilot project becam e law, 
the Park Service has acquired 
only 12 a c re s of the total sought. 
Some 600 landowners hold 65,- 
000 ac res on the riv e rs, the re ­ 
mainder being state and federal 
land. The landowners a re relu c­ 
tant to part with their property; 
farm ing is poor, but land on the 
riv ers m akes the lushest pas­ 
ture available. 
Further com plicating the pic­ 
ture is the fact that Ozark bus­ 
iness 
men 
have established 
:am psites on the riverbanks and 
are loath to give up these prof­ 
itable 
e n terp rises. 
Growing 
num bers of to u rists a re vis­ 
iting the area and renting ca­ 
noes to explore the unspoiled 
strea m s. 
The P ark Service, on its p art, 
is loath to exercise its right of 
eminent domain; as a resu lt, ne­ 


gotiations a re proceeding at a 
craw l. 
Landholders and their 
im m ediate heirs a re being giv­ 
en the option of selling and re­ 
maining on their property - f o r 
their lifetim e if they like. 
In an attem pt to bring some 
order out of the chaos, the Park 
Service lias released a “ m aster 
plan” for developing the unusual 
park. 
Among 
other 
things, 
the plan provides that no com­ 
mercial operations will be per­ 
mitted to rem ain on the oak- 
clad riverbanks. 
The Park 
Service 
will 
establish 
10 
cam psites back from the riv ers, 
thus preserving the stream s 
in their pristine sta te . 
Four­ 
teen places will be designated 
for boat access. 
V isitors can 
bring th eir own canoes, or rent 
them from outfitters outside 
the new park. 
* 
Thirteen picnic a re a s will be 
maintained in the park. In the 
tradition of the P ark Service, 
there will be 15 inform ational 
facilities in the area to explain 
everything from topography to 
early O zark folk culture. 
The C urrent riv e r and Jacks 
Fork a re indeed m ajestic. The 
sparkling 
stre a m s, 
lined by 
bluffs and lunks of oak, maple, 
birch and gum, a re open only 
to the Ozark sky. Except at a 
few widely scattered points, 
the n earest highway is miles 
away, and the only sounds to be 
heard a re singing rapids, jump­ 
ing bass and diving kingfishers. 
The 
P ark S ervice’s “ m as­ 
ter p la n '' will per mit fishing and 
hunting. 
Hiking, 
camping, 
swimming and horseback riding 
will be encouraged. 
But many of the people using 
the riv e rs will continue to be 
the “ floaters'* — those vacation­ 
ists w ho flock here in canoes and 
flat-bottom boats to enjoy a trip 
dow nstream . 
Eight of us took just such a 
trip and 
managed to swamp 
each type of boat. 
Two of the 
women w ere novices, and spent 
the preceding night in Kansas 
City beauty p arlo rs in prepara­ 
tion for the trip . 
Their hair­ 
dos lasted about 10 minutes 
on the Jack Fork, the trickier 
of the two riv e rs. 
The women got no wetter than 
their husbands. 
One big am a­ 
teur, sitting tall in the bow of 
a boat as the craft swept through 
a surging chute, appeared to be 
getting sh o rter and shorter as 
he held onto his seat and settled 
to the bottom of the riv er. 
The P ark Service plans to 
retain two car fe rrie s that still

rie s are strung to a cable, and

The Park Service is also ne­

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Revamping The 


Government 


The Daily Standard, Sikeston, Mo. 
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By David Lawrence 
Former President Elsenhow- 
er, In an article In “ Reader's 
Digest,“ proposes changes In 
the tenure of Senators, Repre­ 
sentatives and federal Judges 
and In the time cf holding pres« 
idential elections. 
Most of the suggestions are in 
the right direction but some 
could prove impractical. It is 
significant, however, that 
the 
subject of reconstructing 
our 
constitutional system is at last 
being placed before the country. 
This has long been overdue and 
may start a movement toward 
revamping the Government. 
Mr. Elsenhower declares that 
he doesn't “profess to be an 
authority on government struc­ 
ture“ but believes the process­ 
es of government could be made 
to work more efficiently and be­ 
come more responsive to the 
wishes of the people. First of 
all, he recommends that the 
terms of members of the House 
be four years Instead of two 
and that, while Senators should 
keep their six-year terms, the 
total service of members of 
each house should be limited 
to 12 years. 
But such a change would hard­ 
ly improve the calibre of the 
men elected to Congress. Few 
persons would wish to interrupt 
their professional or business 
careers, with the possible loss 
that this might involve. 
They 
would 
find themsplves com­ 
pelled to go back to private 
life after they had learned by 
experience how to be useful 
members of the national leg­ 
islative body. 
There would be an advantage 
In electing the President and 
all the members of both hous­ 
es for six-year terms, but it 
should be stipulated that, at any 
time after a vote has been taken 
in Congress expressing a “lack 
of confidence" in the majority 
party, a general election would 
follow. 
The people would then 
decide which party should be 
given a majority and thereby 
the control of both the legi­ 
slative and executive branch­ 
es of the Government. 
Mr. 
Eisenhower 
proposes 
certain changes in the presi­ 
dential office itself. 
It would 
be helpful, as he says, to have 
a new Cabinet member who 
would act as a financial and bus­ 
iness manager to co-ordinate 
the executive departments 
on 
domestic atfelrs. An additional 
Cabinet member would perform 
the duties of the co-ordinator 
of the many activities of ex­ 
isting departments of Govern-

ment which are directly related 
to international problems. 
Also, it would be a good idea, 
as Mr. Elsenhower points out, 
to give the President the power 
to veto a single item in an ap­ 
propriation bill instead of re­ 
quiring him to veto the whole 
measure to delete one small 
part. 
In the constitutions of 
41 of the 50 states, the Gov­ 
ernor Is given such a right of 
veto. 
There is much to be said for 
Mr. Elsenhower's suggestions 
that a national election to choose 
a President be held on Septem­ 
ber 20 every fourth year, with 
the inauguration to take place 
on November 1. Congress would 
meet early in January, as at 
present. 
Hie entire proposal 
is to some extent an improve­ 
ment over the current system , 
but it would be much better if 
a President and his party could 
take office promptly after a 
combined presidential and con­ 
gressional election. 
No doubt, as Mr. Elsenhower 
argues, a President today needs 
time after he is elected to pre­ 
pare legislative proposals for 
the next session of Congress. 
But if the man previously cho­ 
sen to lead his party in Con­ 
gress were instantly to become 
the head of the Government, as 
is the situation in Great Bri­ 
tain with a Prime Minister, 
there would be in existence con­ 
stantly an opposition party, with 
what is termed a “shadow Cab­ 
inet," ready to take over. 
The risk in any period of tran­ 
sition - even only a few weeks - 
is that an outgoing President 
sometimes is required to make 
vital decisions which could af­ 
fect the destiny of the nation 
for many years to come. 
Mr. 
Eisenhower 
advocates 
also that all federal judges be 
limited to 20 years in the same 
court or the age of 72. 
The 
former President thinks life 
tenure for judges is not good for 
the country. But the American 
people should not be deprived 
of the 
services 
of capable 
judges. 
There are many indi­ 
viduals who are mature at the 
age of 70, and there are some 
who never mature even at 80. 
Age alone is not the criterion. 
It would be better to require 
that when federal judges reach 
a certain age, they could not 
continue to serve unless reap­ 
pointed and reconfirmed 
by 
Congress. 
Mr. Eisenhower reminds us 
that Congress must call a con­ 
stitutional convention to con­ 
sider amendments 
whenever 


two thirds of the state legisla­ 
tures request it. 
Any amend­ 
ment would then become effec­ 
tive after ratification by three 
fourths of the state legislatures 
without being submitted to both 
houses of Congress. This Is 
permitted by our Constitution 
as an alternative to the usual 
procedure of waiting for Con­ 
gress to take the Initiative in 
submitting amendments. 
Former President Eisenhow­ 
er has begun a worthwhile dis­ 
cussion which could bring con­ 
structive results. 
For it is 
evident that the existing sy s­ 
tem does not give the people 
the right to express their wish­ 
es opportunely and to choose 
a new President or a new Con­ 
gress at whatever time they 
may desire.

“ Your policy provided coverage only if the safe was opened 
by force," he was told, “ with the specific requirement that 
there be marks on the safe to show that force was actually 
used. 
Since you haven’t got the* safe, you obviously can’t 
prove that force was used or that the safe contained the re­ 
quired m arks." 
“ That’s about the most absurd thing I ever heard," was Cal­ 
vin's answer. 
“ Certainly, my safe wasn't stolen for the ex­ 
ercise. It was taken for its contents. And, since it was locked, 
force had to be used to open it. Consequently, you've got to 
pay m e." 
Showing no inclination to do so, Calvin took the insurance com­ 
pany to court.

At the time the Flag was adopted, George Washington, the 
first president, and the one who probably had most to do with 
the design of a flag for the young Republic, said: "We take 
the stars from Heaven and the red from our Mother country, 
separating it by white stripes, thus showing we have separated 
from her, and the white stripes will go down to posterity 
representing liberty." 
Our Flag symbolises many things: the Nation as a whole; 
the Declaration of Independence; the Constitution; the heroic 
deeds of our forefathers; our fathers, husbands and sons in all 
our wars from the Revolution down through the years to the 
present. It also stands for the sacrifices of your womenfolk; 
the contribution of patriotic men and women in all walks of 
life down through the years since our Nation was born. 
Today, more than ever, with a world in turmoil and unrest, 
it flies as a symbol of hope for the future, not only for its own 
sons and daughters, but for every freedom loving person in 
the world. 
Let us all honor our Flag tomorrow, June 14, by displaying 
it properly on our streets and at our homes. Give the Flag 
the importance it rightly deserves.

BEYOND THE DECISIONS, A NEW' “ IMAGE” 
The concern of Americans regarding the Su­ 
preme Court goes far beyond any one issue, 
however controversial. 
It is 
based on the 
feeling that the Supreme 
Court is exceeding 
the restrictions on its power; that a majority 
of its justices are resolved to make over Ameri­ 
can society in some new image. 
Most Americans agree that we need reformers 
in 
our society, but they do not expect to find 
reform ers on our highest Court, handing down 
decisions? which 
drastically change the life of 
the natio n. 
The Court is intended to preserve 
the Constitution, not bypass or assault 
it. 
Change, even when desirable, should be brought 
about on ly when it is the clearly expressed 
will of the people. 
At this point, we need to understand the dif­ 
ference between two kinds of law. One is passed 
by a lawmaking body in one of our states or 
in the Congress of the United States, and signed 
;bv a state governor or the President. Lawyers 
-call such laws “ statutes,” and in many respects 
they mus t always be the product of the push and 
pull of our political system. 
The other kind 
•of law is embodied in the decisions of our courts, 
.-.past and present. 
The law of the courts has 
been basest! on a thousand-year-old body of logic, 
Hcustom, thought and precedent called the “ com- 
Hrrion law.’1’ 
5 It is thi:? law of the courts which for centuries 
-has been, and ought always to be, conservative 
rin the bes;t sense of that word. It should change 
-very slovv’ly and avoid drastic experimentation, 
rbecause it deals with issues of life and death 
ifor men and nations. 
The 
courts are our 
-ultimate safeguard against the crime and law- 
5 lessness which would otherwise destroy civilized 
:life. 
The courts are the ultimate safeguard 
"of the purity of the Constitution and its main­ 
tenance a s the truly supreme law of our land. 
: From th is it follows that no threat can be more 
-alarming than when the courts refuse todotheir 
Hduty. When the courts will not punish criminals,

That is what our Supreme

~ Its sup|K >rters admit that our present Supreme 
£ ourt has engaged in wholesale rewriting of law 
and recasting of the Constitution; in fact, the 
more outspoken admirers praise the Supreme 
Court for doing so - on the theory that changes 
Heeded to be made, and it did not matter how 
they were; made or what might have been lost 
the pro cess of making them. 
rThese defenders of the Court might applaud 
the 
dec ision that destroyed the geographic 
means o f electing state senators of almost 
$very sta te in the nation, on the grounds that 
this basin was not always fair. They might ap­ 
plaud the decisions which gave the federal courts 
a veto o\ er methods of state law enforcement, 
n tin* gi •oundh that these methods were not al- 
r 


ways the best. They might applaud the decisions 
that freed confessed and convicted rapists and 
murderers, on the grounds that once in a while 
an innocent man is falsely accused. 
Some might applaud all of those decisions and 
the one ruling that recitation of the Lord’s 
Prayer in a public school in unconstitutional, on 
the grounds that in modern life religion isn’t 
important any more, or that someone’s sensi­ 
tivities were somehow drastically wounded by 
recitation of prayers in his presence. 
We could discuss whether the present way of 
choosing state legislators is good, whether state 
law enforcement could be improved by stricter 
controls, and how often innocent men are con­ 
victed of crimes they did not commit; but such 
discussions, however interesting, would entirely 
miss the main point where the Supreme Court 
is concerned. 
The point is that the Supreme 
Court does 
not have and never had authority 
either in the Constitution or in legal precedent 
for ruling on any of these cases at all. 
Choosing members of a state legislature is a 
state affair. 
So is local law enforcement. So 
are public schools and recitation of prayers 
in the schools. In not one of these areas is there 
a shred of justification for the Supreme Court’s 
entry. The Court has no business there and every 
honest legal scholar knows it. 
To be sure, there has been a great effort to 
build up what has become an enormous and 
rickety structure of overloaded argument on a 
couple of innocent phrases in the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment. 
By any plain test of logic and 
the meaning of English words, those phrases 
cannot possibly support the towering structure of 
power and decision which have been based on 
them. 
Furthermore, solid historical evidence 
shows that thefram ersof the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment had no intention 
whatever to authorize 
what the Court has done with their language; their 
own words speak from the pages of history to 
rebuke the violance done to common sense in 
their name. 
In the last analysis, the argument for the Su­ 
preme Court course of today does not rest on 
any strained interpretation of a few words. It 
rests on the assumption that if something which 
is, or may be, an evil needs to be changed, the 
Supreme Court ought to change it and twist the 
meaning of the Constitution (and overrule prece­ 
dent) to fit. 
That argument is the ultimate enemy of the 
rule of law. 
To do its job of curbing crime, preserving 
order and upholding the Constitution, law must 
be rational and objective. This means that the 
courts 
must 
use 
reason in ruling upon the 
meaning of words in the Constitution; it means 
that no judge can let himself be influenced by 
his personal feelings or even the kind of legis­ 
lation he might like to see passed. 
It is his 
duty to rule on the law and the Constitution 
as they are and as they apply to each new case. 
That is objective law'. 
That is law based on 
reason. 
That is the only kind of law that can 
ever be applied equally and justly to all men: 
the great ideal and the lasting goal of our legal 
system. 
This is the kind of law the majority of the 
Supreme Court has abandoned. 
Instead, the 
“ modern theory” of law, which the Supreme 
Court accepts and has done so much to shape, 
is that the courts and the language of the Con­ 
stitution must bow to so-called “ social needs” 
and “ social ends” of the moment. 
Some 
might 
consider 
this an “ extreme” 
criticism of the Court; instead, it is not only 
a statement of fact, 
it is not even regarded 
by many as criticism. 
Rather, Americans at 
all levels of knowledge and understanding are to 
be found who, in blind folly, rejoice at this new 
and supposedly more “ human” view of law. 
If we are to have a government at all, the only 
alternative to a government of laws is a govern­ 
ment of men. 
If our courts will not uphold 
reason and objective law, they will 
become 
mere tools of power, means for one 
man’s 
legalized robbery of another in the name 
of 
“ social need,” or for the gutting of the Con­ 
stitution in the name of “ social ends.”

BEYOND THE DECISIONS, A NEW “ IMAGE” 
The concern of Americans regarding the Su­ 
preme Court goes far beyond any one issue, 
however controversial. 
It is 
based on the 
feeling t hat the Supreme 
Court is exceeding 
the rest rictions on its power; that a majority 
of its justices are resolved to make over Ameri­ 
can society in some new image. 
Most Americans agree that we need reformers 
In 
our society, but they do not expect to find 
reform ers on our highest Court, handing down 
decision:? which 
drastically change the life of 
the natio n. 
The Court is intended to preserve 
the Constitution, not bypass or assault 
it. 
C hange, even when desirable, should be brought 
about only when it is the clearly expressed 
will of the people. 
At this point, we need to understand the dif­ 
ference between two kinds of law. One is passed 
by a lawmaking body in one of our states or 
in the Congress of the United States, and signed 
;bv a state governor or the President. Lawyers 
scall such laws “ statutes,” and in many respects 
they mus t always be the product of the push and 
pull of our political system. 
The other kind 
—of law is embodied in the decisions of our courts, 
;past and present. 
The law of the courts has 
been bushel on a thousand-year-old body of logic, 
acustom, thought and precedent called the “com- 
|mon law.1’’ 
£ It is thii? law of the courts which for centuries 
:.hus been, and ought always to be, conservative 
Sin the besit sense of that word. It should change 
I very slowly and avoid drastic experimentation, 
rbecause it deals with issues of life and death 
|fo r men and nations. 
The 
courts are our 
-ultimate safeguard against the crime and law- 
I lessness which would otherwise destroy civilized 
b ife. 
The courts are the ultimate safeguard 
"of the pu rity of the Constitution and its main- 
Itenance a s the truly supreme law of our land. 
From th is it follows that no threat can be more 
ialarm ing than when the courts refuse to do their 
iduty. When the courts will not punish criminals, 
ithe 
very 
foundations of 
civilized life 
are 
I threatened. 
If the courts will not uphold the 
I clear me aning of its Constitution, then the sur­ 
v iv a l of Free, orderly government is indoubt. 
3^ Our couirts are no place for social experi­ 
m e n ts. 
Even less are they a means of doing 
tier polit! cians what politicians cannot do for 
j themselvt is. 
The courts are not tools for re­ 
form; the y are tools to preserve Freedom and 
tile Consttitution. 
That is what our Supreme 
Court oug'ht to be; that is what it was; that is 
M hat, inc Teasingly and alarmingly, it no longer 
Is. 
* Its suppc irters admit that our present Supreme 
Court has engaged in wholesale rewriting of law 
and recanting of the Constitution; in fact, the 
more outspoken admirers praise the Supreme 
Court for doing so - on the theory that changes 
Heeded to be made, and it did not matter how 
they wer* i made or what might have been lost 
In the pro cess of making them, 
•These defenders of the Court might applaud 
the 
dec ision that destroyed the geographic 
means o f electing state senators of almost 
fvery state in the nation, on the grounds that 
this basin was not always fair. They might ap- 
pUud the decisions which gave the federal courts 
a veto o\ er methods of state law enforcement, 
tjp the gi tjuiids that these methods were not al­ 


ways the best. They might applaud the decisions 
that freed confessed and convicted rapists and 
murderers, on the grounds that once in a while 
an innocent man is falsely accused. 
Some might applaud all of those decisions and 
the one ruling that recitation of the Lord’s 
Prayer in a public school in unconstitutional, on 
the grounds that in modern life religion isn’t 
important any more, or that someone’s sensi­ 
tivities were somehow drastically wounded by 
recitation of prayers in his presence. 
We could discuss whether the present way of 
choosing state legislators is good, whether state 
law enforcement could be improved by stricter 
controls, and how often innocent men are con­ 
victed of crim es they did not commit; but such 
discussions, however interesting, would entirely 
m iss the main point where the Supreme Court 
is concerned. 
The point is that the Supreme 
Court does 
not have and never had authority 
either in the Constitution or in legal precedent 
for ruling on any of these cases at all. 
Choosing members of a state legislature is a 
state affair. 
So is local law enforcement. So 
are public schools and recitation of prayers 
in the schools. In not one of these areas is there 
a shred of justification for the Supreme Court’s 
entry. The Court has no business there and every 
honest legal scholar knows it. 
To be sure, there has been a great effort to 
build up what has become an enormous and 
rickety structure of overloaded argument on a 
couple of innocent phrases in the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment. 
By any plain test of logic and 
the meaning of English words, those phrases 
cannot possibly support the towering structure of 
power and decision which have been based on 
them. 
Furthermore, solid historical evidence 
shows that the framers of the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment had no Intention 
whatever to authorize 
what the Court has done with their language; their 
own words speak from the pages of history to 
rebuke the violance done to common sense in 
their name. 
In the last analysis, the argument for the Su­ 
preme Court course of today does not rest on 
any strained interpretation of a few words. It 
rests on the assumption that if something which 
is, or may be, an evil needs to be changed, the 
Supreme Court ought to change it and tw ist the 
meaning of the Constitution (and over rule prece­ 
dent) to fit. 
That argument is the ultimate enemy of the 
rule of law. 
To do its job of curbing crim e, preserving 
order and upholding the Constitution, law must 
be rational and objective. This means that the 
courts 
must 
use 
reason in ruling upon the 
meaning of words in the Constitution; it means 
that no judge can let himself be influenced by 
his personal feelings or even the kind of legis­ 
lation he might like to see passed. 
It is his 
duty to rule on the law and the Constitution 
as they are and as they apply to each new case. 
That is objective law. 
That is law based on 
• reason.* 
That is the only kind of law that can 
ever be applied equally and justly to all men; 
the great ideal and the lasting goal of our legal 
system . 
This is the kind of law the majority of the 
Supreme Court has abandoned. 
Instead, the 
“ modern theory” of law, which the Supreme 
Court accepts and has done so much to shape, 
is that the courts and the language of the Con­ 
stitution must bow to so-called “ social needs” 
and “ social ends” of the moment. 
Some 
might 
consider 
this an “ extreme” 
criticism of the Court; instead, it is not only 
a statement of fact, 
it is not even regarded 
by many as criticism . 
Rather, Americans at 
all levels of knowledge and understanding are to 
be found who, in blind folly, rejoice at this new 
and supposedly more “ human” view of law. 
If we are to have a government at all, the only 
alternative to a government of laws is a govern­ 
ment of men. 
If our courts will not uphold 
reason and objective law, they will 
become 
mere tools of power, means for one 
man’s 
legalized robbery of another in the name 
of 
“ social need,” or for the gutting of the Con­ 
stitution in the name of “ social ends.”

Twentieth Century, 
Still disturbed about the Arabs, 
I prevailed upon 
my guides to 
take me to Acre, north of Haifa 
on the 
Mediterranean 
coast, 
where an ancient fortress marks 
the militaryand commercial cen­ 
ter of the 
Crusaders. 
The in­ 
terior of this vast pile of stone 
has been converted into a city, 
where Christian Arabs live and 
die, 
do business, and maintain 
a fiercely poor way of life. Yet 
that appears to be what they want. 
I visited several of their homes, 
really cubbyholes in recesses of 
the massive rock walls, 
some 
had running water; many cooked 
on open fires on the floor, yet the 
poorest invariably invited us to 
have coffee or tea and cakes.

Superstitions are 
strongest, 
Hand says, among those in ha­

occupations— seamen, 
miners, steeplejacks and steel- 
riggers. 
Among other occupations, the 
theater is a rich source. Many 
actors open an engagement in a 
slightly soiled shirt, believing 
the show wouldn’t last a week if 
they wore a clean one the first 
night. Most actors contend it is 
bad luck to put a hat on a bed. 
Gamblers also have an aver­ 
sion to throwing hats on beds. 
Hand says many superstitions 
are common to more than one 
calling. 
Much American folklore 
is 
European in origin. Most beliefs 
and superstitions originating in 
the United States come from the 
South and New England. 
The 
general movement is from east 
to west. As in Europe and else­ 
where, it changes as it moves. 
Says Hand: “ Folk beliefs are 
part of the 
Inherited 
mental 
baggage that people of all coun­ 
tries carry. Thus, much materi­ 
al here is centuries old." 
The taboo against whistling, 
for example is said to go back 
to an incident at the time a gyp­ 
sy tinker was forging nails 
for 
hrist’s cross. Women whistled 


indifferently while the tinkers 
worked. 
Whistling, in fact, is involved 
in many pieces of folklore. Hand 
thinks it probably implies whis­ 
tling up the devil. Sailors and 
miners are among those who 
fear whistling the most, he says. 
Many 
newspapermen, 
even, 
maintain that whistling in the 
city room is bad luck. 
Hand's project is “ A Dictiona­ 
ry of American Popular Beliefs 
and Superstitions," believed to 
the first nationwide collection of 
such material. His two decades 
of effort has produced some 400,. 
000 entries, and he says comple­ 
tion is still five to seven years in 
the future. 
The founder of UCLA’s Center 
for the Study of Comparative 
Folklore and 
Mythology is 
a 
tidy white-haired man of 59 with 
a highly trained talent for trac­ 
ing folk beliefs. 
An examination of folksayings 
shows that most of them do not 
include any concrete reason for 
doing, or not doing, the things 
they recommend. 
To 
this 
implied 
question, 
“ W hy?" Hand replies that per­ 
sons who believe in folklore and 
superstition, in a sense believe 
in certain magical principles. 
“ When a man thinks he can 
get rid of warts by tying a 
string to a frog, he is believing 
that personal contact is the rea­ 
son," he said. “ In other words, 
he is practicing a form of conta­ 
gious magic." 


Hand himself is 
a 
student 
rather than a believer of folk­ 
lore, but he tells a story about 
the time he took part of his val­ 
uable collection from the center 
to his home, which was 
far 
more vulnerable to fire.

PIERCED -EAR EARRINGS 
CAN CAUSE SKIN RASH 
What good is a dangling earring 
if it's anchored to an Itchy,

flamed ear lobe tough as an ele­ 
phant's hide. About as attractive

tent dress over a tat­ 
tered slip. 
Well, It turns out that 
some 
young women simply can't wear 
earrings,

type, at any rate. A recent report 
in a medical journal by Dr. L . 
Edward Gaul, of Wei bom Mem­ 
orial Baptist, St. 
Mary's 
and 
Protestant Deaconess Hospitals 
warns 
that 
w e a rin g 
ear­ 
rings made of nickel alloys, es­ 
pecially those worn in 
pierced 
ears, can cause inflammation of 
the ear lobes simulating an in­ 
fection. 
In addition, and 
still 
more important, 
such earrings 
can lead to a generalized nickel 
sensitivity to such a degree that 
jewelry, garter and bra 
clips, 
and buckles containing nickel will 
cause a dermatitis 
to appear 
where they touch the skin. Often 
this is first noticed in hot weath­ 
er. (Sometimes sterling silver !$ P 
and 
14-carat gold may contain 
traces of nickel.) 
Dr. Gaul advises the following 
precautions: 
Ear lobes should 
be pierced by 
approved 
tech­ 
niques. 
Gold or 
silver wires 
of known composition, or black 
silk thread, should be Inserted 
In the lobe channel and kept there

MIAMI, Fla (AP) - 
Thomas 
B. Moran hates his nickname. 
It’s a m atter of professional 
pride. He feels “ B utterfingers” 
is an unbecoming monicker for 
a man who, at 76, claim s to be

A m erica’s 
pick­ 
pockets. 
Moran was nicknamed by a 
Miami newspaperm an 10 years 
ago after his 58th a rre st. 
“ And I’ve never forgiven that 
sm art-alecky re p o rter,” he said 
in an interview at 
the 
Miami 
jail where he Is serving a 30-day 
term after his 69th a rre st. 
Moran, who is only 5 feet 6, is 
articulate, 
and 
can 
be

pleasant — If you don’t call him 
“ B u tterfin gers.” 
He loves anim als, especially 
horses 
when 
the y ’re 
running 
around a track. 
But even m ore than h orses, 
Moran loves leather, other peo­ 
p le’s leather. 
Moran wouldn’t speculate as 
to the number of p u rses he has 
lifted during an up-down career 
that has taken him to som e of 
the best hotels, and w orst ja ils 
in the country over the past 55 
y ears. He also won’t say which 
jail was the w orst. “ I may visit 
there again som eday,” 
One of the things the grandfa- 
therly 
little 
man 
likes 
best 
about his chosen profession is 
that it affords him 
an oppor­ 
tunity to travel. 
“ I’ve been in every big city in 
the country,” he said, “ and I 
must have at least 10,000 friends 
scattered around.” 
He w inters in the South and 
heads north each spring. 
“ I was ju st getting ready to 
go back up there when they got 
me this la st tim e.” 
He refused to elaborate on his 
technique but 
volunteered 
that 
he never took p u rses from wom­ 
en. “ None of the profession als 
do that anym ore,” he snapped. 
His 69 a r r e sts have brought a 
total of m ore than eight years in 
prison . He said he sold eight 
short sto rie s during a stretch at 
San Quentin. 
“ They w ere the Damon Run-

said. 
“ But I didn’t copy him .” 
Looking like a mournful little 
relic 
of another 
age, 
Moran 
com plained: 
“ Things 
have 
changed in the b u sin e ss.” 
“ People travel so many dif­ 
ferent ways now it’s not a s easy 
a s it w as when they all went on 
train s. 
“ I’m slowing down a little. 
But I'm still out every day when 
I’ m not in h ere.”

The first July 4 celebrations set 
a pattern that has made the Fourth 
glorious ever sin ce. 
P arad es, firew ork s, speech es, 
hand m usic, and general jubllia- 
tlon m arked the early 
o b se r­ 
vances. 
On July 8 , 1 7 7 6 , a large crowd 
of Philadelphians 
gathered 
in 
Independence sq uare to listen to 
John 
Nixon read the 
D eclara­ 
tion of Independence adopted four 
days before. 
Nixon 
stood on a 
platform that the Am erican Phil­ 
osophical 
Society I tad erected a 
few y ears e a r lie r to observe the 
transit of V enus. 
C harles Biddle, of the fam ous 
Philadelphia B iddles, said of the 
first 
Fourth: “ There w ere few 
respectable p erson s p resen t.*’ 
John 
A dam s, 
however, 
was 
more 
en th u siastic. 
He w rote: 
“ Three ch eers rended the welkin. 
The battalions 
paraded on 
the 
Common and gave us the feu de 
joie (salu te), notwithstanding the 
scarcity of pow der. The 
b ells 
rang all day and alm ost all night.’ ’ 
Next y ear, two days l>efore July 
4, it occurred to the Continental 
C ongress 
that som ething should 
lie done alxjut the first anniver­ 
sary of the D eclaration. A rran ge­ 
ments were quickly made to ad­ 
journ C on gress for the day, and 
hold a sp ecial dinner in Philadel­ 
phia. 
hi a letter to his daughter, John 
Adams d escrib ed the festiv itie s: 
B ells rang all day, there were 
bonfires in the stre e ts, and fire ­ 
works in the evening. W arships 
in the river broke out their flags 
and fired sa lu te s. 
A 
captured H essian band fu r­ 
nished the m usic for the sp ecial 
dinner, served at 3 p.m. in a city 
tavern. 
Between 
elaborate 
toasts, 
a company of so ld ie rs 
fired volleys. 
A fter the dinner, 
the so ld iers paraded. 
Taking a stro ll that 
evening, 
Adams “ w as su rp rised to find the 
whole city lighting up candles at 
the windows. 
I walked m ost of 
the evening and I .hink it w as the 
most 
splended 
illumination I 
ever saw ; 
a few surly houses 
were 
dark, but the lights were 
very 
u n iv ersal.*’ 
The 
dark 
houses 
presum ably belonged to 
ro y a lists. L a te r in the evening, 
som e of the unlighted 
windows 
were broken by p atriots. 
In 1788, 
Philadelphia 
again 
celebrated the Fourth, and also 
the recent ratification of 
the 
Constitution, with a three-hour 
parade. 
A carriage in the shape 
of an eagle carrie d the Constitu­ 
tion, which w as fram ed and fixed 
on a staff crowned with a liberty 
cap. 
The w ords “ The People” 
were written in gold letters on 
the staff. 
During the next 25 y ea rs, la- 
dependence 
Day was 
observed 
a s a p rim arily 
partisan 
cele­ 
bration. 
The party in 
power 
regularly excluded its 
oppon­ 
ents from the festiv ities. 
In 
1800, 
two 
Philadelphia 
sch oo lm asters, staunch F ed era­ 
lis ts , 
stalked out of a Fourth 
of July e x e rc ise when a 
pupil 
in sisted on reading the D eclara­ 
tion of Independence. That sed i­ 
tious document was too closely 
asso ciated with Thomas Je ffe r­ 
son, 
a Republican (D em ocrat). 
Many citizen s were reluctant 
to take part in Fourth 
of July 
cerem onies dominated by 
what 
one 
new spaper called “ office 
se ek e rs and 
dem agogues.” It 
urged the general public to turn 
out and break the 
p olitician s’ 
monopoly on July 4. 
The p artisan 
sp irit had sub­ 
sided by 1826. The fiftieth anni- 
versay of the D eclaration of In­ 


dependence 
w as 
widely 
cele­ 
brated 
a s a community affair 
with parades and picn ics. A re­ 
markable 
but 
sad coincidence 
on July 4, 1826, 
further helped 
knit together the young 
nation. 
On that day, both Adams 
and 
Jefferson died.

delay 
ordered. 
March 27 by the U.S. Suprem e 
Court in consumm ation of the 
Penn-Central m erger until 
the 
ICC found a home for the three 
lines in som e larger rail sy s­ 
tem . 
The ICC ord er tiecomes 
ef­ 
fective 
in 
m id-July. 
Under 
a 
p rior agreem ent by 
Penn and 
Central this would clear the way 
for them to m erge Aug. 1. Their 
m erger would 
be 
the biggest 
b u siness 
consolidation 
of 
all 
tim e. It w as approved by 
the 
ICC a year ago. 
Except for the 
Pennsylvania 
and New Y'ork 
C entral, which 
hailed the ICC o rd ers, none of 
the other ra ilro a d s 
issued

comment.

d ers fully. 


While the com m ission cannot 
initiate a railroad

March 27 by the U.S. Supreme 
Court in consummation of the 
Penn-Central m erger until the 
ICC found a home for the three 
lines In som e larger rail sys­ 
tem .

One of the American Cancer 
Society’s most often repeated 
m essages to the public is: have 
a checkup annually, even if 
you feel perfectly healthy. 
The reason is sim ple: it can 
and does save lives. 
At one leading cancer-detec- 
tion center, one case of cancer 
was found in every 120 check­ 
ups. This ratio may not sound 
im pressive, hut it m eant some 
490 cases discovered 
among 
the 12,620 patients examined. 
Cancers start from a single 
location 
but 
take 
time 
to 
spread. A careful physical ex­ 
am ination every twelve months 
reduces the likelihood of a can­ 
cer’s spreading. 
Significantly, at the detec­ 
tion center, one case of cancer 
was found in every seventy- 
eight checkups at first exam i­ 
nation, but only one per 141 
among those who came for 
subsequent checkups. Cancers 
had 
less chance to 
develop 
during the intervening year. 
DETECTION 
Cancer checkups are aim ­ 
ed 
at detecting unsuspected 
abnorm al masses or tumors. 
For instance, your doctor may 
inspect the rectum and lower 
bowel with a narrow lighted 
tube called a proctoscope. This 
“procto” exam can reveal al­ 
most three out of four can­ 
cers early enough for proba­ 
ble cure. If you’re a woman, 
your doctor will exfimfne your 
breasts for suspicious lumps. 
Complete inspection of the 
body surface may show the ex­ 
istence of skin cancer — a

How A Checkup 
Can Save Life 


One of the American Cancer 
Society’s most often repeated 
messages to the public is: have 
a checkup annually, even if 
you feel perfectly healthy. 
The reason is simple: it can 
and does save lives. 
At one leading cancer-detec- 
tion center, one case of cancer 
was found in every 120 check, 
ups. This ratio may not sound 
impressive, but it meant some 
490 cases discovered among 
the 12,620 patients examined. 
Cancers start from a single 
location 
but 
take time 
to 
spread. A careful physical ex­ 
amination every twelve months 
reduces the likelihood of a can­ 
cer’s spreading. 
Significantly, at the detec­ 
tion center, one case of cancer 
was found in every seventy- 
eight checkups at first exami­ 
nation, but only one per 141 
among those who came for 
subsequent checkups. Cancers 
had less chance to develop 
during the intervening year. 
DETECTION 
Cancer checkups are aim­ 
ed at detecting unsuspected 
abnormal masses or tumors. 
For instance, your doctor may 
inspect the rectum and lower 
bowel with a narrow lighted 
tube called a proctoscope. This 
‘‘procto’’ exam can reveal al­ 
most three out of four can­ 
cers early enough for proba­ 
ble cure. If you’re a woman, 
your doctor will examine your 
breasts for suspicious lumps. 
Complete inspection of the 
body surface may show the ex­ 
istence of skin cancer — a 
highly common, but highly

Snail's Pace on 


Ozark Ri verways

Van buren, Mo. 
One of the newest ventures 
of the National Park S ervice, 
a 
move to preserve one of 
A m erica’s most lieautiful riv ­ 
ers in its wild state, is being 
rushed to completion here with 
the speed of a tortoise. 
A decade ago, the Park S e r­ 
vice 
recommended p re se rv a ­ 
tion of the free-flowing C urrent 
riv er in the Ozark Mountains 
near here. 
The first bills to create a 
national p reserv e on the site be­ 
gan to appear in Congress in 
I960. 
The Kennedy Admini­ 
stration lent further im petus by 
giving a priority rating to the 
creation of the Park S ervice's 
first national riv er, hoping to 
set a precedent fo r.p re se rv a ­ 
tion of others. 
Two 
y ears 
ago, Congress 
passed, and President Johnson 
signed legislation establishing 
a 100-mile stretch of the C ur­ 
rent riv er and all 40 m iles of 
its 
principal 
tributary, 
the 
Jacks Fork, as the Ozark Scenic 
National Riverways. 


The P ark Service 
was au­ 
thorized to acquire and adm in­ 
iste r 86,000 acres of 
land — 
a width of about one-half mile 
along each bank of both riv ers. 
It set up headquarters here in 
Van Buren and a land acquisi­ 
tion office in nearby Em inence. 
However, in the two y ears since 
the pilot project becam e law, 
the P ark Service has acquired 
only 12 a c re s of the total sought. 
Some 600 landowners hold 65,- 
000 a c re s on the riv e rs, the re ­ 
m ainder being state and federal 
land.

These will go, along with all 
com m ercialism , when the Park 
Service moves in. 
The outfitters will not go out 
of business, however. They will 
simply move back to the liigli- 
ways. 
Even guides and fully 
equipped com m issary boats will 
be available to those who do 
not want to go back to nature 
unaided. 
Situated 150 m iles from St. 
L ouis, the Ozarks Scenic Na­ 
tional Riverways is not only a 
first for the nation, but also 
the first national park of any 
sort for M issouri.

One of the newest ventures 
of the National Park S ervice, 
a 
move to preserve one of 
A m erica's most beautiful riv ­ 
e rs in its wild state, is being 
rushed to completion here with 
the speed of a tortoise. 
A decade ago, the Park S er­ 
vice 
recommended p rese rv a­ 
tion of the free-flowing C urrent 
riv e r in the Ozark Mountains 
near here. 
H ie first bills to create a 
national preserve on the site be­ 
gan to appear in Congress in 
I960. 
The Kennedy Admini­ 
stration lent further im petus by 
giving a priority rating to the 
creation of the Park S ervice's 
first national riv er, hoping to

Tile P ark Service 
was au­

Except at a 
few widely scattered points, 
the nearest highway is m iles 
away, and the only sounds to be 
heard a re singing rapids, jump­ 
ing bass and diving kingfishers.

Park S erv ice's “ m as­ 
te r plan" will perm it fishing and 
hunting. 
Hiking, 
camping, 
swimming and horseback riding 
will be encouraged.

acquisition speeds up, it

These will go, along witli all 
com m ercialism , when the P ark 
Service moves in. 
Tile outfitters will not go out 
of t>usiness, however. They will 
sim ply move back to the high­ 
ways. 
Even guides and fully 
equipped com m issary boats will 
be available to those who do 
not want to go back to nature 
unaided. 
Situated 150 m iles from St. 
L ouis, the Ozarks Scenic Na­ 
tional Riverways is not only a 
first for the nation, but also 
the first national park of any 
so rt for M issouri.

Revamping The 


Government

Former President Elsenhow- 
er. In an article In “ Reader's 
D igest," proposes changes In 
the tenure of Senators, Repre­ 
sentatives and federal Judges 
and in the time of holding pres­ 
idential elections. 
Most of the suggestions are in 
the right direction but some 
could prove im practical. It is 
significant, however, that 
thi 
subject of reconstructing 
our 
constitutional system is at last 
being placed before the country. 
This has long been overdue and 
may start a movement toward 
revamping the Government. 
Mr. Elsenhower declares that 
he doesn't “profess to be an 
authority on government struc­ 
ture" but believes the process­ 
es of government could be made 
to work more efficiently and be­ 
come more responsive to the 
wishes of the people. First of 
a ll, he recommends that the 
term s of members of the House 
be four years instead of two 
and that, while Senators should 
keep their six-year term s, the 
total 
service of members of 
each house should be limited 
to 12 years. 
But such a change would hard­ 
ly improve the calibre of the 
men elected to Congress. Few 
persons would wish to Interrupt 
their professional or business 
careers, with the possible loss 
that this might involve. 
TTiey 
would 
find 
them selves com­ 
pelled to go back to private 
life after they had learned by 
experience how to be useful 
members of the national leg­ 
islative body. 
There would be an advantage 
in electing the President and 
all the members of both hous­ 
es for six-year term s, but it 
should be stipulated that, at any 
time after a vote has been taken 
in Congress expressing a “lack 
of confidence” in the majority 
party, a general election would 
follow. 
The people would then 
decide which party should be 
given a majority and thereby 
the control of both the legi­ 
slative and executive branch­ 
es of the Government. 
Mr. 
Eisenhower 
proposes 
certain changes in the presi­ 
dential office itself. 
It would 
be helpful, as he says, to have 
a new Cabinet 
member who 
would act as a financial and bus­ 
iness manager to co-ordinate 
the executive departments 
on 
domestic affairs. An additional 
Cabinet member would perform 
the duties of the co-ordinator 
of the many activities of ex­ 
isting departments of Govern­ 


ment which are directly related 
to international problems. 
Also, it would be a good idea, 
as Mr. Elsenhower points out, 
to give the President the power 
to veto a single item in an ap­ 
propriation bill instead of re­ 
quiring him to veto the whole 
measure to delete one small 
part. 
In the constitutions of 
41 of the 50 states, the Gov­ 
ernor is given such a right of 
veto. 
There is much to be said for 
Mr. Eisenhower's suggestions 
that a national election to choose 
a President be held on Septem­ 
ber 20 every fourth year, with 
the inauguration to take place 
on November 1. Congress would 
meet early in January, as at 
present. 
The entire proposal 
is to some extent an improve­ 
ment over the current system , 
but it would be much better if 
a President and his party could 
take office promptly after a 
combined presidential and con­ 
gressional election. 
No doubt, as Mr. Eisenhower 
argues, a President today needs 
time after he is elected to pre­ 
pare legislative proposals for 
the next session of Congress. 
But if the man previously cho­ 
sen to lead his party in Con­ 
gress were instantly to become 
the head of the Government, as 
is the situation in Great Bri­ 
tain with a Prime Minister, 
there would be in existence con­ 
stantly an opposition party, with 
what is termed a “ shadow Cab­ 
inet," ready to take over. 
The risk in any period of tran­ 
sition - even only a few weeks - 
is that an outgoing President 
som etim es is required to make 
vital decisions which could af­ 
fect the destiny of the nation 
for many years to come. 
Mr. 
Eisenhower 
advocates 
also that all federal judges be 
lim ited to 20 years in the same 
court or the age of 72. 
The 
form er President 
thinks life 
tenure for judges is not good for 
the country. But the American 
people should not be deprived 
of 
the 
services 
of capable 
judges. 
There are many indi­ 
viduals who are mature at the 
age of 70, and there are some 
who never mature even at 80. 
Age alone is not the criterion. 
It would be better to require 
that when federal judges reach 
a certain age, they could not 
continue to serve unless reap­ 
pointed and reconfirmed 
by 
Congress. 
Mr. Eisenhower reminds us 
that Congress must call a con­ 
stitutional convention to con­ 
sider 
amendments 
whenever 


two thirds of the state legisla­ 
tures request it. 
Any amend­ 
ment would then become effec­ 
tive after ratification by three 
fourths of the State legislatures 
without being submitted to both 
houses of Congress. This is 
permitted by our Constitution 
as an alternative to the usual 
procedure of waiting for Con­ 
gress to take the initiative in 
submitting amendments. 
Former President Eisenhow­ 
er has begun a worthwhile d is­ 
cussion which could bring con­ 
structive results. 
For it is 
evident that the existing sy s­ 
tem does not give the people 
the right to express their wish­ 
e s opportunely and to choose 
a new President or a nev Con­ 
gress at whatever time they 
may desire.

Revamping The 


Government 


The Daily Standard, Sikeston, Mo.

Form er President Elsenhow- 
er, in an article In “ Header's 
Digest,” proposes changes In 
the tenure of Senators, Repre­ 
sentatives and federal Judges 
and In the time of holding pres­ 
idential elections. 
Most of the suggestions are in 
tile right direction but some 
could prove im practical. It is 
significant, however, that 
th* 
subject of reconstructing 
our 
constitutional system Is at last 
being placed before the country. 
This has long been overdue and 
may start a movement toward 
revamping the Government. 
Mr. Elsenhower declares that 
he doesn't ''profess to be an 
authority on government struc­ 
ture” but believes the process­ 
es of government could be made 
to work more efficiently and be­ 
come more responsive to the 
wishes of the people. F irst of 
all, he recommends that the 
term s of members of the House 
be four years Instead of two 
and that, while Senators should 
keep their six-year term s, the 
total service of members of 
each house should be limited 
to 1 2 years. 
But such a change would baret 
ly improve the calibre of the 
men elected to Congress. Few 
persons would wish to interrupt 
their professional or business 
careers, with the possible loss 
that this might involve. 
TTiey 
would 
find 
themselves com­ 
pelled to go back to private 
life after they had learned by 
experience how to be useful 
members of the national leg­ 
islative body. 
There would be an advantage 
in electing the President and 
all the members of both hous­ 
es for six-year term s, but it 
should be stipulated that, at any 
time after a vote has been taken 
in Congress expressing a "lack 
of confidence” in the majority 
party, a general election would 
follow. 
The people would then 
decide which party should be 
given a majority and thereby 
the control of both the legi­ 
slative and executive branch­ 
es of the Government. 
Mr. 
Elsenhower 
proposes 
certain changes in the presi­ 
dential office itself. 
It would 
be helpful, as he say s, to have 
a new Cabinet member who 
would act as a financial and bus­ 
iness manager to co-ordinate 
the executive departments 
on 
domestic affairs. An additional 
Cabinet member would perform 
the duties of the co-ordinator 
of the many activities of ex­ 
isting departments of Govern-

ment which are directly related 
to international problem s. 
Also, it would be a good idea, 
as Mr. Eisenhower points out, 
to give the President the power 
to veto a single item in an ap­ 
propriation bill instead of re­ 
quiring him to veto the whole 
measure to delete one small 
part. 
In the constitutions of 
41 of the 50 states, the Gov­ 
ernor is given such a right of 
veto. 
There is much to be said for 
Mr. Eisenhower's suggestions 
that a national election to choose 
a President be held on Septem­ 
ber 2 0 every fourth year, with 
the inauguration to take place 
on November I. Congress would 
meet early in January, as at 
present. 
Hie entire proposal 
is to some extent an improve­ 
ment over the current system , 
but it would be much better lf 
a President and his party could 
take office promptly after a 
combined presidential and con­ 
gressional election. 
No doubt, as Mr. Eisenhower 
argues, a President today needs 
time after he is elected to pre­ 
pare legislative proposals for 
the next session of Congress. 
But if the man previously cho­ 
sen to lead his party in Con­ 
gress were instantly to become 
the head of the Government, as 
Is the situation in Great Bri­ 
tain with a Prim e M inister, 
there would be in existence con­ 
stantly an opposition party, with 
what is termed a “ shadow Cab­ 
inet,” ready to take over. 
The risk hi any period of tran ­ 
sition - even only a few weeks - 
is that an outgoing President 
som etim es is required to make 
vital decisions which could af­ 
fect the destiny of the nation 
for many years to come. 
Mr. 
Eisenhower 
advocates 
also that all federal judges be 
lim ited to 2 0 years in the same 
court or the age of 72. 
The 
form er President 
thinks life 
tenure for judges is not good for 
the country. But the American

without being submitted to both 
houses of Congress. This is 
permitted by our Constitution 
as an alternative to the usual 
procedure of waiting for Con­ 
gress to take the initiative in 
submitting amendments. 
Form er President Eisenhow­ 
e r has begun a worthwhile dis­ 
cussion which could bring con­ 
structive results. 
For it is 
evident that the existing sys­ 
tem does not give the people 
the right to express their wish­ 
es opportunely and to choose 
a new President or a new Con­ 
gress at whatever time they 
may desire.

A Tradition o f Duty 


The U. S. Army celebrates its 192d 
birthday Wednesday, June 14, still 
deeply committed to a mission that 
has 
remained unchanged since its 
first 
anniversary—the 
preservation 
of freedom and the defense of the 
United States and its allies. 
June 14 also is Flag Day, a patri­ 
otic occasion celebrating the resolu­ 
tion of the Continental Congress on 
June 14, 1777, which established the 
Stars and Stripes as the National 
flag. 
Both anniversaries mark events that began in troubled 
times, when brave men dedicated to revolutionary ideas 
of freedom and personal dignity struggled against in­ 
credible obstacles to preserve their new way of life. 
Nearly 200 years later, another generation of Americans is 
called upon to protect the heritage of freedom from forces 
that would destroy it. 
The Army personnel of this new generation represent 
a modern, powerful, highly mobile organization of well- 
trained, well-equipped, 
well-supplied soldiers. 
Today’s 
Army is the result of a constant effort by the United 
States to be prepared, a policy outlined in the early years 
of the country by George Washington: “lf we desire 
peace, one of the most powerful institutions of our .rising 
prosperity, it must be known that we are at all times 
ready for war." 
The high-powered, rapid-firing ride 
has replaced the musket, but the June 
14 anniversaries—for the Flag and 
the Army—stand as a reminder to 
today’s soldier that something more 
valuable and more effective than any 
materiel was handed down from the 
militiamen who saw the first birthday 
of the Army and later the birth of 
a new Nation. That something is the 
tradition of courage, duty, anti honor 
that has endured and been strength­ 
ened through years of strife and 
years of peace.

THE CASE OF THE MISSING SAFE 
After breaking into his office, two high-stepping burglars 
waltzed off with Calvin’s safe.

Calvin accepted his loss philosophically, particularly since 
he had an insurance policy that covered the contents of the safe 
against burglary. When he attempted to collect under the pol­ 
icy however, Calvin’s philosophical calm was shattered. The 
company refused to pay off. 
“ Your policy provided coverage only if the safe was opened 
by force,” he was told, “ with the specific requirement that 
there be marks on the safe to show that force was actually 
used. 
Since you haven’t got the safe, you obviously can’t 
prove that force was used or that the safe contained the re­ 
quired m arks.” 
“ That’s about the most absurd thing I ever heard,” was Cal­ 
vin’s answer. 
“ Certainly, my safe wasn’t stolen for the ex­ 
ercise. It was taken for its contents. And, since it was locked, 
force had to be used to open it. Consequently, you’ve got to 
pay m e.” 
Showing no inclination to do so, Calvin took the insurance com­ 
pany to court.
